pated. by Mr MacKellar, whose interesting 
address we publish’ below. -: iWe therefore; 
without further delay, will proceed to detail

Apparently in New Zealand the only suc- 
cessful observation has been made at Queen- 
stown.

The in- 
struments and appliances worked admirably, 
and everything passed off well. The number 
of photographs struck off during the transit 
were 193, we are informed. The ingress of 
"Yenus was successfully . noted, and a great 
many measurements were taken, but unfor- 
tunately at toe time of egress the sun was 
obscured. ;■ • 

■ Major Palmer, chief of the English expe- 
dition stationed at Burnham, near Christ- 
church, reports as follows “ Here the ob- 
servation of the ingress of, Terms on the 
sun's disc was spoiled ^y ctouds, xvhioh pre- 
vented anv measure with a double-image mi- 
crometer being made prior to the internal 
contact, and they entirely hid the planet 
1 from view for some seconds before the con- 
tact itself. Photographs near the contact 
itself were impossible ; but, about fourteen 
minutes after contact, the sun showed a little 
more brightly at intervals. A few photo- 
graphs, most of them indiffei-ent, were also 
secured, .and, at three o’clock, the sun became 
entirely hidden ; heavy rain set in at 3.30, 
and lasted till 4.30 p.m., when a clearing set 
in, and looks of the, sky to windward gave 
hopes that observation of the egress — of im- 
mensely greater value than that of ingress- 
might yet be secured ; but the clouds again 
gained the mastery, and the sun was not 
seen from half-past three until some ten 
minutes after the end of the transit, when it 
shone brightly until near sunset. The sub- 
stations at Grahamstown, Auckland, 14*61- 
lington, and Dunedin met with bad fortune 
both at ingress and egress.”

Wo are still suffering iti this diatriet from 
the measles epidemic. The schools at ^e 
Blue Spar and Wetherstones have been 
closed during the last fortnight inconsequence 
thereof. _ The Tmpeka Times staflf has also 
been subject to the complaint, as the follow- 
ing extract from io-day’S issue will show 
“ We have to apologise to many of our sub- 
scribers for the non-delivery of our last Satur- 
day’s issue of this journal. 'The regular run- 
ners were laid up with measles, and 'other 
lads who knew the district Were not obtain- 
able,” 

An inquest Was held on the body of Henry 
Rasmussen, who was fatally injured while at 
work at the Tiupeka Mouth Saw Mills, at 
Mrs Taylor’s Hotel, Ttiapeka Mouth, on 
Monday morning, before E, H. G.arew, Esq., 
District Ooronnr. Sergeant Barrel conducted 
the enquiry on behalf of the Police. The 
evidence showed that deceased met his death 
whilst tailing out from the saw <m Saturday 
afternoon. It appears that he and a man 
named Prudence were sawing, and deceased 
whilst taking out the timber from him, by 
some unfortunate circumstance, allowed the 
log to catch the teeth of the saw, which pro- 
polled it with the force of ; a cannon ball 
against his cheat. The Unfortunate m'an died 
four hours after the accident. The medical 
testimony showed that death resulted from 
“ Internal hoemarrliage and shock.” A ver- 
dict was returned in accordance with the evi- 
dence. Deceased leaves a wife and four chil- 
dren to monm his untimely end. He was a 
native of Denmark, and for several years re- 
sided in Wetherstones, where ho was ranch 
respected. He waa a member of the Fores- 
ter’s Society, and after the usual service was | 
rend at the grave, P.C.R. Bro. Titciiener' 
read the formula of the society.

ANNUAt .MRBttN'Q OF SDBSCRTEERS. 

The annual meeting of subscribers to tliej 
above institution took place on Friday even- i 
ing, December 3rd. There was angood at-i 
tendance. The business of tlie meeting was : 
to receive the resignation and report of the i 
retiring Coipurittee, and to elect a fresh one. i 
Mr J. A. Pioshaw, President, was in the ' 
chair. 

Mr D. A. Jolly, the hon. secretary, read 
the following report from the retiring Com- 
mittee ; — 

REPORT. 

Centlemen, — It has now become the duty of 
your committee to lay before you the sixth au- 
nu.ol report of the Crosnwell Athenieum. In ac- 
conlsiice with the usual custom in making that 
report, we propose to shortly lav before you an 
account of nnr stewardship for the past year. 

Financially, your committee can only claim 
credit for a balance iu favour of the funds for 
:£9 .Is. 6d,, although they may call your atten- 
tion to the fact that the supply of magazines and 
periodicals for the coming year have been or- 
dered and paid for by them. Altogother we are 
able to report the funds in a healthy condition. ' 
llnriug the year yourcommittce had many extra 
expenses to meet, which should and may at a 
future time, if thought necessary, be charged' 
against the building fond. This will, however, ' 
be seen in due time by areference to the balance - ' 
sheet which is hereto appended. I 

During the year, ,is you donbtless are aware, ! 
the eruction of the Athemciiin Hall w,as Iregun, 
and your committee can now point with some 
pride to the handsome structure which has just 
been completed. The various negotiations ne- 
cessary to carrying out such a great undertaking 
were not, We can assure you, condnuted without 
considerable anxiety and trouble on our part ; 
and .although, when the details come to he dis- 
cussed, some of onr resolutions on the subject 
may not .appear the wisest, we yet trust that on 
the whole the- result of onr deliberations will 
meet with your hearty approh,atinn. 

The original intention, as you may recollect, 
■was to have erected a reading-mom also in con- 
_noction with the present hall, but we were pre- 
cluded from carrying out the full design hy the 
enormous cost which we should have had to in- 
cur. The lowest tender which we received for 
the full work w.as as nuich as £1.529, and after 
considerable discussion and coiisiduration, it was 
arranged to proceed only with the hall, at a cost 
of £822, with the addition, it w.as thought wise 
to make, of a retaining wall, f.S5 4s., and alter.a- 
tions, £32. When this amount was under con- 
sideration, it must alw.ayshe horuB in mind that 
.a sum of £150 would, in addition, be required 
for furoisbing the hall with se,ats and hamps, &c. 

Ill resolving to proceed with the erection of the 
hall, it was not thought an unimportant matter 
for consideration that it would be the means. 



apart from Athensum purposes, of raising a con- 
siderable annual revenue. The cost of the hall, 
turnished with seats, lamps, and all things ne- 
cessary for large meetings and for letting pur- 

? flses, Is estimated by us at the sum of £1059 
Os. What amount of this has aotnally been 
incurred, and what yet remains to be incurred, 
will be seen by a reforence to the separate 
balance-sheets appended to thie report. 

If, after consideration, it appei-u-a to you that 
our proceedings are worthy of approval, as We 
trust it Will, we do sincerely hope that every as- 
sistanoB will be given hy you in your individual 
capacities to render the hall a success in a pecu- 
niary point of view, and thus enable same auc- 
eeediug ooramittce to proceed with the comple- 
tion of the original plan. 

The building as originally proposed, and as in- 
tended now at some future time to be erected, 
would, your committee think, form the common 
meeting ground ' upon which all creeds and de- 
nominations could meet, and from which a gene- 
ral taste for literature should he diffused through- 
out the district, and thus complete the purpose 
for which Athenteum bodies wore originally in- 
tended. 

The value of the hooka and properties last 
year was estimated at £280. This year we esti- 
mate them fairly at £1373 7s. ‘4d., with doht of 
£265 16s. ■ Of the value of the, property, the 
sum of £.313 17s, 2d. may he set down as the 
value of the reading-room properties. 

We have to regret that the endowment on the 
Lower Flat has not yet been granted to the Athe- 
neeum Committee, but the committee are now in 
comraunieation with the Government, and they 
hope to bring it to a successful issue. The copy 
of letter sent last to the Government will fully 
explain how the matter stapds at present. 

Further, in accordance with suggestions made 
by a former committee, *we have still borne in 
mind the importance of encouraging a local 
museum in connection with the Athenamin, and 
have to hand over to our successors a box of 
specimens and fossil stones, a gift from the Otago 
Museum. 

With this short jcsume of our labours duriug 
the year, we now tender our resignation, and in 
doing so we feel certain that you, as the subscri- 
bers of the institution, will elect gentlemen 
to fUI the vacancies that will faithfully and auer- 
etically carry out the various works that have 
een successfully initiated and partially com- 
ple'ed during the past year.
